SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(a)  Water 

Samples  were  taken  from  the  public  v/ater  supply 
at  Intervals  during  the  year.  Samples  of  the  same 
supply  are  also  taken  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Primley  and  Camberley  and  results  of  the  examinations  are 
supplied  to  both  Authorities  , Two  samples  showed  a 
hardness  in  excess  of  the  statutory  figure  of  12  degrees .

HOUSIMO  ' . 

There  vms  a constant  demand  for  housing 
accommodation  diu?ing  the  year,  resulting  in  a waiting  list 
of  80  for  council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  the,  larger  type  of 
working  class  house,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  abate 
. • overcrowding  in  several  cases.  These  houses  are  occupied 
by  large  families  who  v/ere  overcrowded'  on  the  ’’Appointed 
Day”  or  have  since  become  overcrowded  by  reason  of  the 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  family. 

VJork  on  the  inspection  and  repair  of  dwelling 
"houses  continued  during  the  year  so  far  as  circumstances 
have  made  this  possible. 


Section  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Sampling  of  Milk  * 

During  the  year  13  samples  wore  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  examination.  Twelve  of  these  were  found 
to, be  satisfactory,  one  unsatisfactory  and  in  this  case, 

'the  necessary  action  was  taken* 

Sterility  Tes  t 

Two  milk  bottles  and  one  cream  carton  were  obtained 
•and  submitted  for  a sterility  test.  The  results  in  each 
case  were  satisfactory.  , , 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

, ' There  are  two  slaughterho'uses  in  'the  district 

under  the.  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood.  A regular  system 
of  meat  inspection  is  observed’,’  the  visits  for  this  purpose 
numbdr-ing  377.  ' The  inspection  of  carcases  has  been  carried 
out  as  re commended. by  memo  62  (foods),  ..Vehicles  carrying  meat 
have  also  been  kept  under  observation  and  complaints  made  to 
the  appropriate  authorities  in  this  direction  resulted  in  the 
necessary'  improvements  being  effected. 
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Prom  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  submit  morbid 
specimens  of  meat  for  microscopical  or  other  examination*  Three 
such  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  during  1940. 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  Parnborou^  for  the 
adjoining  districts  and  as  a result  of  the  increased  work 
involved,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Pleet  U.D.G.,  (Jir.  G.H, 
Longhurst)  assisted  in  the  inspection -one  day-each  week*  This 
arrangement  continued  until  the  appointment  of  a second 
additional  sanitary  inspector  in  Pebruary  1941, 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made  to  other  food  shops 
and  any  irregularities  noted  have  been  rectified,
